“IT have ‘the honour to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of Your Excel- 
lency’s Note dated 8th January 
which has had the most careful at- 
tention of this’ Government. 

The Government of Japan were

In so far ns they can secure it 
the policy of the “open door” will 
always be maintained in Man- 
churin os in China proper. 

They take note of the statement 
by the Government of the United 
States that the latter cannot ad- 
mit the legality of matters which 
might impnir the trenty rights of 
the United States or fts citizens, 
or which might be brought about 
by menna contrary to the Trealy 
of 27th Auguat 1928, It might be 
the subject of academic doubt 
whether, in a given case the jim- 
propriety. of means necessarily 
and always avold the ends 
secured, but as Japan has no in- 
tention of adopting improper 
means, that queation does not 
practically arise. 

It may be added thnt treatics 
which relate to China must neces- 
anrily be applied with due regard 
to the state of affairs from time 
to time prevailing in that country, 
and that the present unsettled 
and distracted state of China is 
not whnt was in the contemplation 
of the high contracting parties at 
the time of the Treaty of Washing- 
ton. It waa certainly not satis- 
factory then, but it did not dis- 
play that disunion and those 
antagonisms which it-does to-day. 
This cannot affect the binding 
character or the stipulations of 
the treaties, but ff may, in mate- 
rin} respects,;. modify their ‘ap- 
plication, since they must _neces- 
sarily be applied with reference 
to the state of facts as they exist. 

My Government desire further 
to point out that any replacement 
which has occurred in the  per- 
sonnel of the administration of 
Manchuria has been the neces- 
sary act of the local population. 
Even in crses of hostile occupa- 
tion—which this was not-—it is 
customary for local officints to 
remain in the exercise of their 
functions, In the present case 
they for the most part Tled or re- 
signed, It was their own be- 
haviour which was calewlated — to 
destroy the working of the ap- 
paratus of government. 

The Japanese Government can- 
not think that the Chinese people, 
unlike all others, are destitute of 
the power of self detennination 
and of organizing themselves In 
order to secure civilized condl- 
tions when deserted by existing 
officials. While it need not be re- 
peated that Japan entertains in 
Manchuria no territorial. aims or 
ambitions, yet as Your Excellency 
knows, the welfare and ‘safety of 
Manchuria and [ts accessibility 
for general trade are matters 
deepest interest and of quite 
extraordinary importance to the 
Japanese people, That the Amorl- 
can Government are always alive 
to the exigencies of Far Eastern 
questions has already been made 
evident on more than one oc- 
casion. 

At. the present juncture when 
the very existence of our national 
policy ia involved, it is agreeable 
to be assured that the Amertean 
Government are. devoting, in

‘ERA OF SAVAGERY’ 
PASSING. 


A reply to critica of ‘his recent 
pronouncements on birth ‘ control 
was made at the Leeds Assizes by 
Mr. Justice McCardic. 

His lordship also referred to what 
he called the passing of “the era 
of savagery" in connexion with 
charges of wilful murdor in abor- 
tion cases, 

Passing sentence of seven 
months’ Smprisonment on Lily 
Scruton (48),- of Shefficld, who 
plended guilty to the manslaughter 
of % young married woman, and to 
an attempt to procure abortion, the 
Judge said: : 

“It Is quite clear that at the 
tlme you made the attempt the 
woman was already suffering from 
xrave physical trouble. But for 
that trouble ahe would not have 
diod. 

“You are technically guilty of 
manstiughter; you have also ad- 
mitted an offence against the pre- 
vent law of abortion. In the first 
place, you were charged with wilful 
murder.” The very Inst thing ‘that 
you desired was the death of the 
woman at whose request you acted 
and, yet, a charge of wilful murder 
was made against you.” 

“Menace” to Nation, 

Speaking with deliberation, the 
Judge continued: 

“Such a charge iNustrates, in my 
opinion, the ignorance and bruta- 
lity with which the law of abortion 
is too often administered, and it is 
plain te me that many of those 
who seck to uphold the present law 
of abortion are wholly ignorant of 
the ywrave social problems which 
not only beset but menace the nao- 
tlon at the present time 

“Stn this case. the woman, now 
dend, did not wish for another child. 
She already had three children of 
the ages of six, five and three yeara, 
The husband wanted a child, but 
it was the wife who had to under- 
yo the burden and the fear of child- 
bewrins:. 

“LT repent once more that thia 
case ilustrates the need for a far 
wider «xtension of birth-control 
knowledge than at present exists.” 

Mother and Child. | 

“T eannot think it right,” his 
lordship added, “that a woman 
should be forced to bear a child 
against her will, [ am glad that, in 
the present case, the jury threw 
ont the charge of wilful murder, 
and I hope that the era of savagery 
in connexion with these cases is 
drawing to an end.” 

He_ referred to the fact that, 
Seraton had been in prison for five 
months under the charge of wilful 
murder and that she was alleged 
to have practised abortion for 
charyes of ds. 6d. and 5s, 6d. |, 

“They ure very significant figures 
token in connexion with the social 
problem T have stated. But they 
demonstrate also that you | were 
never guilly af extortion or black- 
mail.” 

In conclusion the judge said: 
“In view of the fact that you have 
already spent five months fn prison, 
and having regard-to the charge of 
wilful murder—a wholly tunfound- 
ed charge from a moral point of 
view—-I shall sentence you to a 
further period of sevun months’ 
iinprisonment.”

CHARLES THE FIRST 
& SUNDAY SPORT. 


* St. Albans, ‘Dec. 20. 

Whethor dog-racing was known 
in the days of Charles I. was a 
point rniscd at St. Albans, when 
22 men were summoned under the 
Lord's Day Observance Act ~ of 
19265 for ; 

“Assembling out of their. parish 
for the purpose of sport and 
pastime at St. Pcter’s, St. Albans.” 
The men were cach fined 33. 4d., 


the statutory amount, “ to be em-]- 


ployed for the uso of the poor of 
the parish,” and £1. 158. costs. 
The magistrates agreed to state a 
care. : 

Twelve magistrates, Including 
three women, were on the Bench. 
Of the 22 defendants 21 were 
bookmakers, and the other was the 
lessee of the field. 

Mr. Walter Frampton, prosccut- 
ing, said that the Act decreed that 
n person must not take part In any 
sport or pastime outside that per- 
xon‘’a parish, and must not take 
part in any unlawful exercise with- 
In the parish. 

*There was a field fn the parish 
of St. Peters on the Hatfield-St. 
Albans main roud, A lense 
field was taken from fast D 
by the defendant, Frederick Furr, 
who lived at Tilehouse-street, Hit- 
chin, 


‘What The Dogs Chased. 

The field had been used on Thurs- 
daya and Sundays for dog racing, 
On Dee. 6 police visited the field 
and found 260 people there. The 
defendants came from Luton, 
London, Hertford, © Wealdstone, 
Sunbury, Watford, St. Albany and 
Kettering. 

Superintendent «Sharp stated 
that in ench race four or six doget 
“chased something.” 

Mr. ©. O'Connor (defendant): 
“Did you notice what they were 
chasingr?” 

The Superintendent; It looked to 
me to be a very large beetroot tied 
to a rope. (laughter), 

Mr. O'Connor explained that. the 
dogs were chaving a football with 
a ball of paper enclosed inn rabbit.

"Do you say that every one 
who goes to dog raves on a Sun- 
day outside’ hia parish is liable to 
be prosecuted?”

JUDGE CRITICISES A 
MINISTRY. ,

‘FAMOUS PALACE 
BURNED. 


GREAT BLAZE AT 
STUTTGART. 


Berlin, Dec. 21, 

‘One of the finest Renaissance 
buildings in) Germany, the old 
Palace of Stuttgart, waa burned 
to-day. The oldest parts of the 
bullding date from the yenr 1,000, 
but the palace waa rebuilt in its 
present form in the third quarter 
of the Sixteenth Century. 

Immense crowds watched the 
desperate efforts of the entire 
Stuttgart fire brigade to extinguish 
the blaze, efforts which + were 
severely hampered by the cold, 90 
that the hydranta could only be 
brought into working order after 
considerable delay. 

This morning the castle was 
surrounded us ustal by hundreds 
of Christmas treea for sale, and 
the booths of the Christmas 
market, where murz{pan hearts, 
toy motor-cnrs, and al) conceivable 
warments were being offered for 
sile, By half-past twelve all this 
seasonable ynlety had been hur- 
riedly removed, and its place taken 
hy rows of fire engines.
